ELECTRIC ANESTHESIA 


A Japanese dentist, Dr. Kensaku Su- 
zuki, a professor at the Tokyo Medical 
and Dental University, has visited a num- 
ber of dental schools in this country dem- 
onstrating an electro-anesthetic appa- 
ratus for inducing anesthesia by elec- 
tricity. Dr. Suzuki began his work in 
Tokyo after the last war, and under his 
guidance a machine was developed which 
carries an imperceptible electrical current 
of from five to fifteen micro-amperes 
through a dental handpiece, an injection 
syringe, a scaler or curette, or a scalpel 
or biopsy needle, creating numbness of 
the tissues with which the instrument 
is in contact. It is natural that the dental 
profession should be reticent in accepting 
new ideas until their value has been 
proven, but Dr. Suzuki’s apparatus has 
the potentialities for introducing a new 
and fascinating means of anesthetization. 
There are a few disadvantages which 
need to be corrected. Different current 
is necessary to bring about effective anes- 
thesia at varying distances from the den- 
tal pulp, and different micro-amperage 
is needed for different types of proce- 
dures. Also, an electrolyte is necessary to 
establish the contact necessary between 
the instrument and tissue or tooth sub- 
stance. Professors in dental schools across 
the country who have seen the apparatus 
demonstrated have testified to the valid- 
ity of the technic. The effect of electro- 
anesthesia on the dental pulp was sub- 


jected to intensive research, and Dr. Su- 
zuki has photomicrographic evidence 
showing its harmlessness. Dr. Suzuki 
claims about 75 per cent of his patients 
are anesthetized with this method. Its 
advantages are obvious; the anesthesia 
lasts only as long as the instrument is in 
contact with the tooth or tissues, and no 
foreign substance is introduced.—ANES-

VITAMIN PREPARATIONS 


Every year millions of dollars are spent 
unnecessarily in the United States for 
vitamin pills and concentrates. Vitamins 
are present in all our familiar foods such 
as fruits, vegetables, meat, fish, poultry, 
eggs, milk and whole grain cereals, and 
well planned and palatable meals pro- 
vide all the essential vitamins in sufficient 
amounts. The body has a limited capacity 
for storing the water-soluble vitamins, 
and those taken in excess of the daily 
need and storage capacity are therefore 
excreted. Studies on normal young people 
by qualified scientists and physicians, in- 
dicate that the administration of vitamin 
supplements is without value when given 
in addition to regular meals. A diet lack- 
ing in vitamins is almost certain to lack 
other essentials as well, and little or no 
benefit will result from the addition of

TOOTH REPLANTATION 


There is nothing in the history of re- 
plantation to show that permanent suc- 
cess can be achieved, despite the hypo- 
thetical possibility of a replanted tooth 
achieving a normal relationship with the 
surrounding tissues. A case of replanta- 
tion of a maxillary central incisor tooth 
is described in this report, with a detailed 
radiographical follow-up extending over 
five and a half years until the tooth was 
removed and histological examination 
carried out. This case demonstrates that 
while immediate success is apparent if 
the replantation is handled with reason- 
able care, ultimate loss of the tooth is only 
a matter of time. However, in the case 
of a young person, the value of retaining 
an anterior tooth even for only a few
